By  a  dlrootly  rollfdlouo  procrna  is  aeant  a  pro^raa  con- 
oistin^  of  definite  ooureoo  of  study  baaed  on  the  Bible,  coureeo 
in  which  all  nKsaborc  u.re  onooura^od  to  take  on  uctive  p^^rt. 
Those  couroos  are  presented  in  an  attractive  way  but  v;ithout  '^^o'- 
onoo  to  any  don(xninatlon  and  aim  to  help  the  boy  live  out  ond 
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oxporlonoo  £ot  Iiluoolf  "the  fundonontal  prlncipleo  of  Chrletlon- 
Ity,  \;hlch  \7lll  oolor  hlo  play  llfo,  otlioulato  Ma  thlnJclng, 
cruldo  hie  oplrit  of  oorvlco  and  dotormlno  hlo  contribution  to 
life."

Tho  Auoociatlon  Iiao  fron  its  vory  lie^rlnnlng  aliraya 
boon  Btrlotly  ovoncolloaX  and  hao  held  tonaoiouoly  to  the  doo- 
trinea  and  faith  of  tho  ovonGolicil  oljurch. 

At  tho  tirao  of  tlio  orcanlaation  of  tho  AoBOolation  in 
AnoricQ  (Bo  at  on  1851)   thoro  had  boon  for  yoars  a  8tru,"!ele  be- 
t\JOon  tho  ovani^cllcal  and  non-ovxi -ollcal  p.artioo.       Tlio  non- 
ov.in/^licalo  T.oro  roprooonted  by  tjio  Unitarian  nnd  Univorcniist 
ohurohoe,    -nd  Mio  ovanrjoliool  principally  by  the  Bpiooopalion, 
BaptistB,  ConcrocationoLlsto  »ind  Ilothodiats.       Katurally,  when 
tho  oonotitTition  of  tlio  Aoaociation  como  up  for  adoption,  the 
(iuootion  /vrooo,  oliould  aonboro  of  all  otx  of  thooo  donorain.'-!.tione 
be  odnittod,  or  only  thooo  of  tlie  ovaacclioul  churohoc?      It 
WQB  a  oupreno  nor.iont  for  tho  Amor  lean  oovomont.       After  muoh 
diocusoion  tho  quootion  v.as  roforred  to  a  cor-nittee  of  four 
younc  men,  to  oocuro  c;dvioo  of  the  leading  reprocentatlvos  of 
tho  four  ovonrolical  chiirchoo.       At  tlio  nezt  meeting  the  report 
WQu  that  theee  men  were  unaninouoly  in  favoi-  of  or?.Tani«ing  on 
tho  ovanfxollool  boGie.       Slie  Lwotinp  wao  alnost  to  a  raon  of  the 
Bane  opinion  und  tho  Acaociation  lirao  orcr^niaei  upon  a  atrictly 
ovan^^licul  baoia. 


By  ovancolio^l  ie  moant  thooo  ohurchoo  and  pxoiipB 
whloh  hold  ao  ftmdoaontal ,  doctrlnoo  of  tho  f?oopol  onoh  ao 
porDon^  union  ivlth  Chrlot  tho  Trinity,  tho  fallen  condition 
of  mm,   ChrlBt'c  litononont  for  oln,  oulvatlon  by  faith,  not 
by  vJorlzB   and  rof^norutlon  by  tho  Holy  Gpirlt. 

Tho  convontlon  of  18CC  recoranondod  all  AceoolationB 
to  adopt  tho  ovancolloal  church  tost  of  active  ntxaborchlp, 
Tho  oonvontlono  of  1050,  1060  and  1GG7  took  Dinllar  action, 
Tho  oonvontlon  of  1860  at  Detroit,  rocolvod: 

"Th/it  U.0  thooo  orcaniz'itiona  bear  tho  naae  Chriotian 
;jid  profoBB  to  bo  oncracod  diroctly  In  tho  oavlour'B  Dorvioa, 
80  it  IB  oloarly  their  duty  to  aalntaln  the  control  and  raanapo- 
aont  of  all  tholr  affairs  In  tho  liando  of  thooe  who  profooB  to 
lovo,  :jnd  publloly  avow  tholr  faith  In  Joouo,  tho  Hedoeodr,  aa 
dlvlno,  and  xAxo   toetify  tholr  faith  by  booornlng  und  roiaolnlng 
noaboro  of  churchoB  hold  to  be  C3v:inr;clical,  and  that  ouch  percone 
and  none  othoro  uhoxxld  bo  allowod  to  vote  and  hold  of f loo. 

Of  tho  216  Aooociatlono  reporting  to  Portland  Conven- 
tion (1069),  tlaroo  reported  no  toot;  07  reported  "a  pood  aoral 
oh/iraotor";  cavH   14r:  or  70  por  oont,  roportod  the  evoncolioal 
church  toot* 

Tho  convention  of  1069  roafflmod  tho  action  of  1060 
and.  In  rooponoo  to  Inquiry  v/h ether  the  non-evonfrolicals,  ox- 
oludod  by  tho  Boaton  .Yeoocli-tlon  In  1051,  wore  not  to  be  re- 
gordod,  the  followlne  was  adopted  as  tho  definition,  tho 
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parpooo  boing  not  to  cnuoorato  all  the  ooBentlol  doctrines 
of  tho  erangoHonl  or  trlnitarlan  faith  Init  to  reaffirm  the 
point o  In  TQi^xTd.   to  oxoluolon. 

"And  wo  hold  thOBO  ohurchoo  to  bo  erancelloal 
which,  QfdntQining  the  Holy  Gcrlptiireo  to  be  the  only  In- 
fallible rule  of  faith  and  praotloo,  do  bollevo  In  the  Lord 
Josuo  Christ,  (tho  only  bo^tten  of  the  Pather,  King  of  icln^, 
and  Lord  of  Lordo,  In  whoa  d«relleth  tho  fiaicet  of  the  Godhead 
bodily,  (m&  T;ho  wao  laado  oln  for  uo,  though  knov/ing  no  sin, 
boarlng  our  oino  In  Hlo  o;m  body  on  tho  troe)  ao  the  only 
naae  lindcr  hoavon  grlvon  ooonf;  non  whoreby  wo  rauflt  be  caved 
froo  over  lasting  punlohnomt,  ^»1  vjito  life  otomal." 

•That  Aoooclationa  organised  after  this  date  shall 
be  entitled  to  roproeontatlon  in  future  oonferencos  of  the 
Aosoolatod  Young  icon's  Christian  Aosoclatlons  of  Uorth  Auerloa, 
vpon  condition  that  thoy  be  severally  composed  of  young  n«i 
in  oonaunion  v;lth  evtmgolloal  ohurohos  (provldod  that  in 
places  v.hero  Aosooiiitions  aro  forcaed  by  a  single  donomlnatlon, 
moDbero  of  other  dononlnationo  ^iro  not  o:jcludod  tliorofrom) , 
and  active  menborohlp  and  the  right  to  hold  office  be  conferred 
only  upon  young  non  rtio  are  nenbers  in  good  standing  in  ev«n- 
gollool  ohxirchos." 

iiii^toen  yerirs  hod  parsed  slnco  tho  .llrst  Aococlatlon 
at  Boston  had  udoptod  tho  churchly  tost  of  nomberahlp*  Conven- 
tion oftor  convention  had  roooaoondod  this  tost  to  all  Agco- 
oiations.   It  was  ovldenoo  of  growing  loyalty  to  tuo  uaurch 
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T.ticn  tho  fourtoonth  Intonx-itlonal  meeting  exinreoeed  die-, 
content  with  auoh  a  dofoction  irora  tho  teat  aa  was  Indlcatofl 
by  tho  fact  that  tlilrty  per  oont  of  the  Asaoolatlona  had  not 
adopt od  it«      Ao  a  remedy  for  thle  eltuation,  adheronoe  to 
the  toot  vrtio  made  a  oondition  of  adnlaolon  for  all  Aoeocia- 
tlons  orgmJ-zed  ofter  tho  date  of  tho  Convontlon  (1669). 
The  rooiQtlnfj  action  of  the  Aoaoclatlono  aloo  indicate i 
tholr  crowing  loyalty  to  tlio  ohurch  and  fully  jvuDtiriod  the 
couroo  tmzon  by  tlio  Portland  Convontlon,       The  convontlon 
action  v7ao  unaninouo,  and  after  voting  upon  tho  definition  of 
tho  uocrd  "ovoncollcol"  tho  dnlo/;riton  rooo  with  ono  acoord  and 
Banc  "All  Hail  tho  Pooor  of  Josuo'  Uarao'.       later,  to  extend 
tho  applloiitlon  of  thio  tOGt  to  tho  rjovomraont  of  Asoociatlon 
branches ,  tho  Convontlon  of  1099  doclared: 

"That  tho  [orlnclpl©  of  reprooontatlon  in  the  Inter- 
national Convontion  now  preTallln{;,  bo  extondod  bo  ao  to  apply 
to,    ind  Inolxido  all  dcpartnonto  or  brjinohoa  of  Aosoolatlons 
or{;anised  aftor  thlc  dato,  provided  aleo,   that  In  all  fnjoh 
branch 00  Or  dopartnento,  tho  commit  too  of  nana{joiaont  shall  be 
coapoood  of  raon,  nomborc  In  rood  ctaidinr  in  eronfrolical 
ohurcheo* "

Church.       !?ho  ouproraaoy  of  tho  roU^^oua  notlvo  hao  boon  slg- 
nlfioont  and  conopiouous  In  ADOociatlon  conforenoeo.         The 
rollj^ouQ  spirit  h;^o  invariably  dorainatod  tho  proocodingB 
and  uttoranooo  of  delOcTitoe  In  oomrontiona* 

Sho  booio  prinoiplo  of  the  Aooociation,  decl^irod  at 
tho  first  iVorld*G  Conforonco  hold  in  Paris  in  18C5,  Imo  con-

It  roads:   '*Tho  Touiv?  lion's  Christian  Association  seoko  to 
unito  those  youn^  non  wfeo,  ro,^tyrdin{?  Jobub  Christ  ixs  their 
Gtod  and  Savior  accordinc  to  tho  Holy  GcrlptureB»  dosiro  to  be 
His  disciploB  in  thoir  dootrlno  end  L'l  thoir  llfo,  and  to  aeeo- 
oiate  thoir  o  forte  for  tlie  extension  of  Hie  kingdoa  aaong 
young  aen*"       Upon  this  foundation  the  Association  builds  a 
syBnotrioal  nanhood,  and  ^Iveo  to  forces,  v^ioh  iin&er  some 
auspiooB  oro  seoiLLar,  n  spiritual  olcnlfloojioo  and  valoe.

'Sho  Intomational  Convontion  of  1097  rocomaendad  tha 
omiployraont  of  an  Intomcitional  ooorotary  to  promote  Biblo 
otudy  and  poreonal  Chrioti.'m  effort  ononc  tho  Aut'oclitiono, 
UoSomey  was  very  rmoh  in  favor  of  tho  laropooition  and  oontrib- 
utad  #260  towcirdo  tho  oolary.       In  July  1097  a  conference  of 
txvonty-ono  Aouooiation  leodoro  .-not  to  diocuoo  the  relif^ouo  work 
of  tho  North  iinerican  Aooooi'itiono.       In  tho  opring  of  1698  tha 
How  Yoric  otato  oonvontion  proparod  tho  firct  proopeotua  which 
wao  BUbBuquontly  iocuod  by  tho  Intornfttional  Coiraittoo.       Tha 
purpooo  wan  to  oryotxLlisa  tho  oentioont  in  tho  Y*  U*  C»  A.  in 
favor  of  unifora  Bible  otudy* 

At  tho  thirty-third  International  Convention  of 
Youne  Han's  Chriotion  Aucociation,  held  at  Qrand  Hapido,  Ilich.

'^Hesolved,  That  rro  urea  upon  tlie  ao3ooi>itiono  t 
largor  aoauuro  of  attention  to  Bible  3tudy,  for  a  more  compra- 
hcneive  craop  of  th3  licriptureo  ao  a  v/holo,  for  the  proDotion 
of  opiritual  grm/th,  for  training  in  Chriotian  oorvice,  and  for 
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winning  yonnc  n«n  to  Christ*         not  only  should  erory  Anooolatlon 
maintain  at  loaot  one  Biblo  clf^03,  hut  Aoaoclatlono  in  tov.TiB 
and  cltlOB  ohould  conduct  a  number  oi'  couroeo  of  otudy,  whioh 
oholl  aijoomplloh  tho  tihovo  ohjocto,  and  in  vAiioh  the  Iloly 
Scripture  shall  bo  studied  as  ooniinc  from  "holy  men  of  Crod  who 
spoko  as  thoy  wero  novod  by  tho  Holy  Ghost"  (II  Pet.   1:^2),

It  bocam©  nooesaary  to  definitely  define  the  work 
of  tho  rolicioiiB  dopartoent  nnd  the  following  was  put  forth:-

It  shall 
Include  In  Ito  oenxberohlp  a  ropreoontatlvo  froa  eaoh  of  the 
followinc  Bootlono;  i'hyeloal,  Educational,  social  and  liaploy- 
aont*   She  courilttoo  uholl  oool:  by  oooperatlon  with  cootion 
ooiaalttooo  to  otitmlato  definite  roliijlouc  activitleo  in  all 
oectlons«   It  eihall  «iloo  oool:  to  load  all  youncr  nen  who  give 
eoEproBulon  of  imrpooo  to  load  a  Christian  life  into  the 
Ohiirch."   Tho  roliclouo  v/orfc  director  Id  responolblo  for  tho 
dlrootlon  axil  ouporvlolon  of  tli©  entire  relif:louo  wortc  do- 
partaont. 

Since  tho  orcnnleatlon  of  the  aoll.^oue  vork  dopart- 
mont  in  1001,  rollclouD  work  has  advanood  rapidly  In  types  and 
aothodo  of  v/ork,  lltoraturo  of  princlpleo  and  uothodc,  and  In 
tho  nuDber  of  boyo  and  man  brouj^ht  to  an  open  confooelon  of 
faith  in  JoBua  Chrlot.   In  190S  the  number  of  Qooret?irleo  had 
inoreaood  to  11  and  tho  growth  continued  ao  follows:-  1^04  -  C6;
